Nothing very remarkable tran- 
spired at the annual meetiog ot 
the Constitutional Reform As- 
sociation, It was very largely 
& one-man stow so far as the 
Speeches went, Mr. Pollock azain 
reking overall the old arguments 
in favour of the petition which 

{bas. been sent Home to M.P.s. 
He spoke of great hopes from this 
means of brioging the issue be- 
fore politicians ang, using the 
phrase of a far greater man, 
declared that “the flowing tide 
is with us.” But we have lookel 
carefully through the speech to 
discover any tangible ground for 
these pious-exprassions—of-have, 
and can find none. Tha: there 
is room for some reform of the 
government of this Colony we 
bave uever denied. bu: we have 
said, acd we again assert, that 
the Assaciation’s echeme is not 
by any means the best that could 
be devised for the purpose. Mr. 
Pollock twitted opponents of the 
petition because they themselves 
are not in agreement. What of 
that? Oo the main point—that 
the Association’s remedy is not 
the wisest or the best—they are 
agreed. Incidentally, the As- 
sociation has not always adhered 
tothe programms which it now 
fathers. It bas chopped and 
changed very considerably as to 
what it really wants. 


In his speech, Mr, Pollock 
created the impression . that 
what the Association seeks 
is the election, by poppler 
vote, of all the. non-Chinese 
unofficial. But that is not so. 
it wants sume of them go elected, 
but one to be chosen by a 
privileged body—the Chamber 
of Commerce. That would mean 
that some people would have 
twice the voting power of others 
—not a very democratic line for 
an Association which prates so 
loudly of its /prograssive ideas, 
If we are going to have election 
on a broadly-based franchise, let 
the new electorate, r:lect tte 
whole of the nos-C.inese un- 
officials. “Thatts point No J. As 
to the unofficial m-jurity, we 
should say: thera is small hope 
of the petitioners gc:ting woat 
they ask. Even if they do, the 
“safeguards " must neceseseily bz 
of such « natore as to rob the grant 
of any real value. Mr. Pollock says 
that with ao unofficial nafority 
of one,. if: this went entirely

be the gain in the suggested pre. 
panderanoo of unofficiala? That 
is point No, 2. As to the rest, we 
‘do not datect any very generat 
desire for ‘constitutional reform. 
To be quite frank about it, the 
public is decidedly apathetic over 
the whole businass. But if we 
ore to- have-referm-forced-on-us; 
let us hava iton sound, sensible 
and reasonable lines. 


Protection of Foreigners. 


Thereis something iranic about 
tbe news from the North. An 
international fleet is assembling 
at Tientsin, and is tobe re:nforced 
by U.S. men-o'-war from the 
Philippines station, while such 
Wibstera Iand forces as are avail- 
able are baing concentrated! in 
the-C.rintse espizal, partly to 
protect the Legation quarter in 
case of emergency, partly to form 
an Allied force for the protection 
of communications along the 
Peking-Tientsin Railway. Aw 
elementary knowledge of Coina’s 
history is sufficient to demon- 
strate the prudence of asd 
justification for these measures. 
For week after week we have 
been told that Chang Tso-lin and 
Wu Poi-foo are going toclash and 
than that they are not going to: 
now the hosts are assembled, and 
the first shot appears to have been 
fired. Whether the threatened 
hostilities will peter out after sll 
remains to basaen. It is possible 
that the rife in the Inte down 
South may alter the Pengtien 
war lord’s plans again, for itlooks 
as if General Chan Kiog-ming 
may now play a hand in frank 
opposition to Dr. Sun. But 
matters have reached a point 
where tbe Powers could ’not 
longer Precautionary 
mearures, and thet is why. we are 
obliged to call the position 
“ironic.” seeing that the with. 
drawal of foreign .troops from 
China has baenoa the tupix A 
correspondent writes to the 
Peking and Tiertsin Timex tbat 
Chang's soldiers: openis declare 
they wilt loot Tientsin if defeated 
—norwithstanding that, by the 
Boxer Protocol, Chinese forces 
are not allowed within ten miles 
ofthe city. Even.if they look to 
wealthy native refugees for their 
chief prey, it would be obviously 
perilous to leave the foreign 
quarters unguarded st such a 
time.

An Iodian money- 
lender, Oyagar Sinzb, sued two 
Portuguese clerks for $362.60, 
money due ander a promissory 
note. : 
It will be remembered thet tha 
casecamebefore Mr. JusticeGom- 
pertz, just before he went on leave, 
and was adjourned because one 
of the witnesses, Naranyan Singh, 
was nob present. ‘ 
Mr. Leo Longinotto appesred 
for plaintiff and. Mfr. W.B. Hin 
conducted the defence. . 
Narapyso Singh went ints the 
box aod stated that he.was acting 
as attorney forbis unclejthe plain- 
tiff. Oo December 23rd. defendants 
were lent $240, : 
Replying to Mr..Hind witness 
satd he was not a ragistered 
moneylender, but he was carrying 


‘ton alf his nncle's business. 


Mr. Hind : Then you are carry- 
ing on the business of a money- 
lender with your uncle’s money? 
—Yes; in bis came.

The appeal was agaiost 
jadgment given against appellant 
for $200, and costs, he being 
under 21 years of age at the time 
the monsy was lent.
